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Notes for users 


This Subject Index was stimulated by a listing of selected review papers from 
the World’s Poultry Science Journal between 1964 and 1988 compiled by Dr 
Donald Bell of the University of California. At last year’s meeting of the 
Editorial Board in Barcelona there was a strong view that a similar, although 
more comprehensive, index would be of value to readers. 

References have been arranged chronologically within the 11 sections listed 
below. The 480 separate entries include all the main technical and scientific 
papers published over the 25-year span, together with some which might be 
considered ‘marginal’. While short papers have been included, all abstracts, 
book reviews, together with items of news and on WPSA affairs have been 
excluded. For all papers where references have been cited the number of those 
listed has been indicated after the title. 

In compiling this index the words of each paper’s title have normally formed 
the basis for including it in a particular section. Furthermore, due to limitations 
of space, the number of repeat entries in different sections is quite small (62). 
For these reasons users may need to search more than one section. For example, 
papers on genetic variation in nutrient requirements appear almost entirely in 
Section 1 (Breeding and genetics, growth, performance and performance 
testing) and not in Section 9 (Nutrition and feeding). Papers relating to 
techniques and/or equipment have been placed in the sections to which they 
most closely relate, e.g. beak trimming appears under Section 5 (Husbandry, 
etc.) and colostomy in Section 9. In general, Section 6 (International, national 
and regional matters) has been used where the title did not indicate an 
appropriate technical section. 

Those readers wishing to search the period preceding that covered here 
should refer to the Title and Author indexes published in 1966 (see World’s 
Poultry Science Journal 22: 269-283. This covers the period from Volume 1 in 
1945 to Volume 21 in 1965 inclusive.
